Librarian's Report 


TO THE CITIZENS OF CORNISH 

From March 24, 1913, to October 24, your public li- 
brary has been under my direct personal charge. Now, 
though not relinquishing my position as librarian, I am 
about to go away for a few months, and I desire to make 
you a report on the work already accomplished. Miss 
Waterman, in whose hands I am leaving the library, will 
_ supplement this report at the year’s end with statistics. 

The trustees, meeting immediately upon my arrival 
in Cornish, gave me the permission to administer the 
library as I should see fit. No important step has been 
taken without consultation with one of the trustees. 
I wish to express publicly my appreciation of the support 
given me by your representatives. Library work in rural 
communities is still in the experimental stage, and our 
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efforts here may prove helpful to other towns hereafter. 

The building at Cornish Flat has been supplied with 
window and door screens, ventilator boards, running 
water, lamps, a low table for the children with two low 
benches, a map rack, enough folding chairs to make the 
large room useful as an audience room, a rack for maga- 
zines, and a case for the new card catalogue. 

The books have been examined; worn-out or unde- 
sirable books discarded; those in need of binding have 
been rebound, and several hundred have been added. All 
have been entered in a permanent record book, properly 
catalogued on Library of Congress cards, and arranged 
on the shelves according to subject, so that their use is 
greatly facilitated. The old books belonging to the old 
Cornish Social Library have been brought in and put 
together in a case where they may be seen. A simple 
system of keeping the record of books drawn out and 
returned has been installed. In accordance with your’ 
vote at the last town meeting the trustees instructed me 
to label the new books “G. H. Stowell Free Library,” 
which has been done. 

The library building at the Flat has been open six 
afternoons and aS many evenings each week, except dur- 
ing the month of August, when the library was closed for 
cataloging. Two thousand calls were made at the library 
in the first four months, and there has been no falling off 
since. 

The audience room has been used for several lec- 
tures, for the teachers’ institute, for a play given by the 
school children, for entertainments in which the radiop- 
tican has been used, notably among them the Gettys- 
purg program given by the veterans, and for music. All 
of these have been strictly educational in character, and 
for none of them has there been an admission charge, 
except in the case of the children’s play, when the money 
taken in was devoted to a gift to the library. 

It has always been your wise policy to keep part of 
your book collection in one end of town and part in 
another. We have gone still further in the way of get- 
ting the books within reach of the people, and at present 
have collections of adult books in two private houses and 
one school house, besides the large collection at Cornish 
Mills and Cornish Flat. These small libraries are chang- 
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ed every six weeks. We have taken pains to send new 
adult books received around this circuit of neighborhood 
libraries as soon as possible. 

The children’s books have been circulated almost en- 
tirely through the schools. Each school has always a 
small library of books chosen by the teacher to fit the 
needs of her pupils, and exchanged when she wishes. 
We have made every effort to place the library’s resources 
at the disposal of the teachers, feeling that as the library 
belonged to the town, its advantages should be shared by 
all the citizens. The teachers are more and more taking 
advantage of the aids to teaching offered, in the way of 
maps, charts, supplementary reading, microscope, etc. 

The organization of the children all over town into 
the Library Club has given the children both pleasure 
and profit. They have studied birds and flowers, have en- 
joyed some social good times which they would not have 
had otherwise, and at present over fifty or them are en- 
gaged in serious reading courses, prescribed by the teach- 
ers and librarians. Where the schools are so scattered, 
it is good for the children to have for a central rallying 
point of loyalty and interest the library which belongs 
to them all. 

Your attention is called to the surprisingly long list 
of givers to the library. This is an indication that the 
library is generally recognized as a really public institu- 
tion and one worth maintaining. 

I have very briefly touched upon the work of these 
seven months. Those of you who have read, week by 
week, the library notes in the papers know more in detail 
what we have been doing; and I trust that some of you 
have come to feel, through observing in your own children 
an increased interest in reading, and an improved taste 
for books, that the library is a benefit to the town. It 
has given me genuine pleasure to serve you, and I hope 
that it may seem good to you, at the end of the year, to 
reappoint me, without pay, as librarian of Cornish. The 
possibilities of the future are wonderful, and if we all 
work together, we can make this library of ours develop 
into an invaluable civic servant, and a most precious 
possession.

We respectfully submit the following report of the 
schools for the year ending February 15, 1914. © 

We have maintained thirty-five terms of school in 
thirteen houses. Our teachers have worked faithfully 
for the good of their pupils and too much credit cannot be 
given for the work they have done. Our State Superin- 
tendent, Mr. H. C. Morrison, has said that the teaching 
force could be judged by the per cent of pupils that were 
sent out to pursue their studies in higher schools. If this 
is true Cornish may well be proud-of the scores of young 
people who in the last few years have gone to high 
schools and academies, and later on have taken positions 
of trust and honor in various fields of labor. At the 
present time we have one who received his elementary 
education in Cornish at the head of an Academy with a 
world-wide influence, another is an instructor in Dart- 
mouth and a third who entered College last September, 
was at the mid-term examination, when the whole class 
was ranked in eight divisions given the division of high- 
est rank. Truly our Cornish Schools have been doing 
good work and we believe the past year will speak for it- 
self later on in the lives of the pupils. - 

Repairs have been made in Division 2, Division 5, 
Division 10, and Division 13. More repairs are needed in 
Divisions 11 and 6, besides small repairs in nearly every 
one of the houses.
